MORE NATIONAL GUARD PROPAGANDA. 

The National Guard Association of Massachusetts, re- 
cently reorganized, has sent out an appeal for contribu 
tions to make up a sum of $10,000 as its share of the 
funds required, the circular states, by the National 
Guard Association of the United States “to properly 
present” the bill for reorganization of the country’s mili- 
tary system proposed by the latter association. It is to 
be regretted that the Massachusetts association circular, 
like a similar appeal by the association of New York, 
exhibits an evident hostility to the Regular Army and a 
purpose to carry on a propaganda campaign intended to 
bring about practical control of the military policy of 
the United States by the National Guard. 

The Maseachusetts circular, which is dated at Boston, 
Oct. 27, appears under the names of the officers of the 
National Guard Association of that state, of which Brig. 
Gen. E. Leroy Sweetser is president; and of its execu- 
tive committee, headed by Major Gen. Walter E. Lom- 
bard; and is signed by a finance committee of which 
General Lombard is chairman. The “smash the Regular 
Army” spirit in which the circular is conceived is made 
evident in its opening paragraphs. It says: 

‘The chief purpose of reorganization at this time is to 
further legislation in Congress toward a proper military policy 
and system for the United States. This policy is along the 
lines laid down in the resolution recently adopted by the 
State Convention of the American Legion in Worcester, and 
includes ‘a national military system based on universal mili- 
tary obligation, a small Regular Ariny, a citizen army capable 
of expansion in emergency and a system subject to civil au 
thority.’ 

‘In other words, it is the intention to prevent a military 
system of the Regular Army, for the Regular Army and by 
the Regular Army through the medium of the General Staff, 
which has never been able to see beyond the professional 
soldier 

‘Before the war the Regular Army cost $1,300 per man 
per annum. The Massachusetts National Guard cost $100 per 
man per annum. Those who are in a position to know cannot 
concede that the average Regular Army division in France 
was worth thirteen times as much to the people of the U.S 
and their allies as were the better National Guard divisions 
As a pure business proposition for the taxpayers the Regular 
Army should be kept to a minimum and the country must rely 
on citizen soldiery to meet emergencies 

‘*The present aims of the General Staff in Washington are 
for a large Regular Establishment (with consequent increase 
in rank and pay for the officers therein), or, if this is im 
possible of achievement, a small Regular Army supplemented 
by a system of universal training under the administration 
and supervision of Regular Army officers alone. By this letter 
means they hope to gain their increase in Regular officers 
(with increased rank and pay) if their plans for a large 
Regular Army fail 

‘Many officers who served in the war, and other former 
officers, have been anxious to make an organized effort to 
combat the policies of the General Staff Since many of 
these officers formerly belonged to the National Guard Asso 
ciation, it is felt that the fight can best be made through that 
organization, since it has the machinery for the purpose is 
bill has been prepared to effect this reorganization, which 
will place the Guard on a firmer basis than it was prior to 
the war with Germany, as it will provide for a council and 
bureau at Washington, controlled by National Guard officers 
under the Secretary of War and entirely independent of the 
Regular Army It will also provide for universal training 
under officers of the Guard and will cost the nation about 
one-fourth the amount that it is contemplated the Army bill 
will cost, while at the same time an effective citizen army of 
over 500,000 will be secured.’’ 

No military policy for this country can be effective if 
it is based on any other considerations than a patriotic 
regard for the country’s best interests. The National 
Guard Association presents a hypothesis quite beyond 
belief in its theory that officers of the Regular Army, 
sworn to the service of their country and trained to a 
knowledge of its military needs, are ready to jeopardize 
their country’s very existence by basing its system of 
defense upon selfish interests. It is equally inconceiv- 
able that the National Guard as a whole would be will- 
ing to follow such a course, but unfortunately there is 


much evidence, such as that of the circulars we have 





quoted, that a certain element influential in National 
Guard affairs is quite ready to advocate a policy of 
“rule or ruin.” 

It is to be hoped that members of Congress will be 
quick to see the ulterior motives underlying the efforts of 
certain National Guard interests—and equally ready to 
discount selfish motives among Army officers, if there is 
any evidence other than prejudice that such exist. There 
is small danger, however, that the Regular Army will 
obtain anything that is not for the country’s good, for 
what it proposes must always meet the test of logical 
presentation of a scientific military policy—if the test 
is fairly applied. On the part of the National Guard, 
however, there is always the Congressional bogey of a 
“National Guard vote.” No Congressman, even were he 
ready to seek political favor at the expense of the coun- 
try’s safety, should be deceived by this covert threat 
into advocacy of any bill intended to further the inter- 
ests of the National Guard rather than of the nation. 
There is no such thing as a “National Guard vote,” 
never has been and never can be while the individual 
officer and man of the Guard remains the patriot that 
he undoubtedly is. No individual and no association of 
the National Guard has any power to dictate the politi- 
cal action of its members.

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BILL TO PROTECT THE UNIFORM. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels sent to the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives on Nov. 7 a proposed 
draft of a bill to amend the act of Feb. 28, 1919, which 
permitted “any person who has served in the U.S. 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps in the present war to re- 
tain his uniform and personal equipment and to wear 
the same under certain conditions.’ The bill submitted 
by Mr. Daniels follows the course suggested by the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL in an editorial, “Protect the Army 
Uniform,” in our issue of Sept. 13, page 49. We sug- 
gested that “the most effective manner in which Con 
gress could bring about this highly desirable change (of 
really protecting the uniform from abuse) would be to 
repeal the act of Feb. 28, so that the Army uniform 
could not be worn by men discharged from the Service, 
or else amend the provisions of the act to the extent 
that the life of this permission to wear the uniform be 
restricted to a definite period after discharge, this period 
to be a very limited one. Then we could fall back on 
the drastic provisions of Section 125 (of the National 
Defense act) for the protection of the uniform, a provi- 
sion that has real teeth in it if the legal officers of the 
United States cared to conduct prosecutions under it.” 

In the letter he wrote to the Speaker of the House 
accompanying his draft of the bill Mr. Daniels states 
that “this act (of Feb. 28) does not place any time 
limit upon the wearing of the uniform . . . and all 
acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are repealed by it. It is the opinion of the de- 
partment that this legislation has opened the door to 
considerable abuse of the uniform, that discharged men 





and others are now wearing the military or naval uni 
form in unkempt condition and while engaged in all sorts 
of occupations, and that unscrupulous individuals do not 
hesitate to use the uniform for the purpose of aiding 
them to accomplish acts which otherwise would not be 
tolerated . . . The uniform to this extent has been 
debased and the respect for it and the governmental 
authority which it represents, it is believed, has been 
lowered to a corresponding degree.” The bill, which is 
entitled “A bill to amend an act entitled ‘An act for 
making further and more effectual provisions for the 
national defense, aad for other purposes,’ approved June 
3, 1916,” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
che United States of America in Congress assembled, That Sec- 
tion 125 of the act entitled “An act for making further and 
more effectual provisions for the national defense, and for other 
purposes,’ approved June 3, 1916, shall hereafter be in full force 
and effect as originally enacted, notwithstanding anything con- 
tuined in the act entitled “An act permitting any person who 
has served in the U,S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps in the 
present war to retain his uniform and personal equipment and 
to wear the same under certain conditions,” approved Feb. 28, 
1919: Provided, That wherever the words “the Secretary of 
War” appear in Section 125 of the act approved June 3, 1916, 
hereinbefore referred to, they shall be construed as “the Secre 
tary of War or the Secretary of the Navy.”

The bill, S. 3074, introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Calder, of New York, to provide for the award of military 
medals to persons receiving citations or letters of com- 
mendation for gallantry in action is an excellent one, 
and it is hoped that it will become a law. ‘There are 
thousands of officers and men of the A.E.F. who would 
receive just recognition if the bill becomes a law. There 
were many cases of courage in all ranks that were of 
such a nature as to warrant a citation but hardly suf- 
ficient to reeeive the Distinguished Service Cross, and 
under the proposed law these officers and men would 
have something more than a piece of paper to show for 
their work. The French government has four classes of 
the Legion of Honor, the Military Medal and the Cross 
of War, all of which may be awarded for dierent types 
of military aetivities. Then the Cross of War is sup- 
plemented by gold and silver stars and palm. The Brit- 
ish government awards several orders, as well as the 
Victoria Cross, the Distinguished Conduct Medal, the 
Distinguished Service Order and the Military Cross. 
The United States has but two medals for courage, the 
Medal of Honor and the D.S. Cross. The silver star is 
practically worthless as a decoration for the reason that 
it is so small and soon becomes tarnished.

Designs, First Step. 

Operations Division of the General Staff has en- 
aid of the personnel of the entire Army in an 
the corps of regimental and 
ther organizations by memorializing the history of 
iwhievement of the unit. To this end each regiment in 
the U.S. Army has been requested by the Operations Di- 
vision to submit a design to be placed upon its color or 
standard symbolic of some point in its history. Aceord- 
ing to present plans this regimental device would be 
placed on the color directly above the coat of arms of 
he United States. It has also been suggested that the 
design be used in other ways, such as on stationery, on

of organizational insignia, it is proposed that each unit 
ff the Army which has a color or standard be entitled 


to embroider on its color symbols of the wars in which 


The Army as a whole 
has been asked by the Operations Division to submit 
designs for these war symbols which will be uniform 
throughout the entire Service. Under the plan as now 


proposed each regiment would have on its color or stand- 
ird the coat of arms of the United States, its own organ- 
izational device, the names of all the wars it has engaged 
in embroidered on the color itself and a symbol for each 
of its wars. One of these symbols will be placed in 
each of the four corners, and in case a regiment has 
fought in more than four wars it will be necessary for 
the Operations Division to determine the manner in 
which additional symbols will be placed on the color. 

It has been announced that regiments will be author- 
zed to place these designs on their colors as soon as 
iniform symbols have been selected by the War Depart- 
ment. Thus far very few suggestions have been offered 
by officer the Army and for this reason it has been 
dificult to work the plan out in all its details. Designs 
have been offered, however, for each of the wars of the 
United States, and of the nine which will be represented

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STATUS OF OFFICERS’ RESERVE CORPS, U.S.A. 






Pending revision of Special Regulations No. 45, gov- 


erning the Officers’ Reserve Corps as authorized in the 
Regular Army by the National Defense Act, The Adju- 
tant General has issued comprehensive instructions for 
the information and guidance of members of the O.R.C 


in the matter of appointment, promotion, rank and prece- 
dence; preparation for and call to active service; when 
and how to wear the uniform and right to purchase same 
from the Quartermaster; securing permission to leave 
the continental limits; inability to accept commissions 
in other Federal or state military organizations. A Re 
serve officer desiring to accept commission in the Na- 
tional Guard, for instance, would submit his resignation 
from the O.R.C., stating the reason therefor. Reserve 
officers may submit resignations at any time, but the 
acceptance of same is at the discretion of the President. 
The information above referred to in brief has been pub 
lished in our columns from time to time and no new 
policy is announced in regard thereto. In regard to ap 
pointments and promotions the memorandum says: 


Appointments and Promotions. 

The present policy governing the selection and appointment 
of members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps contemplates the 
establishment of a competent Reserve Commissioned Personnel 
the individual members of which will be qualified to perform 
fully the duties of their respective grades when ordered into 
: in case of emergency All ofticers who have 
demonstrated their fitness and who so desire are being ap 
pointed if their service has been satisfactory and if they are 
properly recommended Appointments are limited to discharged 
officers, to men of demonstrated fitness and gallantry in action 
and to training school and Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
graduates, with the exception of a small number who had been 
found qualified for special services and whose appointments 
as temporary officers were stopped by the armistice In gen 
eral, discharged emergency officers are appointed in the Re 
serve Corps in the grade held at the time of discharge An 
advance of not to exceed one grade, and in né-case above the 
grade of colonel, may be made on account of spec ial fitness, 
long ané@ distinguished service, or because of recommendation 
for a promotion not received because of the termination of 
hostilities Applications for appointment in the O.R.C. are care 
fully considered in the War Department by a board of officers 
detailed for that purpose, and the commission tendered an ap 
plicant indicates the grade for which he is deemed property 
qualified Every effort is being made to appoint at the earliest 
possible date all discharged emergency officers who desire ap 
pointment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and who are found 
qualified Correspondence requesting consideration for higher 
grades causes considerable delay in the completion of that task 
Promotion received after Nov. 11, 1918, is considered to have 
been given under such special conditions that increase over 
grade held at time of discharge, in general, will not be given 
Appointees should accept the original commissions tendered them 
may be determined upon

It is contemplated promulgating regulations in the near future 
governing such promotions, 

The Army Appropriation bill, approved July 11, 1919, author 
izes the Secretary of War to appoint in the O.R.C. in a grade 
not to exceed one higher than that held during the emergency, 
officers who held emergency commissions For this particular 
class of appointees the age and grade limits as prescribed in 
Sec. 37, of the National Defense Act, approved June 3, 1916, 
and in Par. 15, Special Regulations 43, War Dept., 1917, 
have been abolished Except that no one will be appointed 
who is more than 59 years old and that an officer will be dis 
charged upon reaching the age of 60 years, all reserve corps 
commissions issued to appointees who served as officers during 
the emergency will run for the full five-year period unless 
sooner terminated at the discretion of the President. The policy 
laid down in paragraph one will govern all appointments made 
under this authority 

The Motor Transport Corps, Sanitary Corps, Tank Corps, 
Chemical Warfare Service, Construction Division, Air Service 
and Military Intelligence have no authorized sections in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps It is necessary, therefore, to appoint 
in an authorized section those who are qualified for one of 
the foregoing. Air Service officers are appointed in the Avia 
tion Section, S.R.C., and the others are appointed in the Quar 
termaster Section. The proper notations showing the particu 
lar qualifications are placed upon the officer's record and his 
special qualification for appointment is shown on his reserve 
corps commission in each case, except those who are qualified 
especially for Military Intelligence Work In the event of 
legislation creating sections in the O.R.C. for the above-named 
branches, transfer will be made It is not contemplated that 
any officer will be placed on duty exeept that for which he

GENERAL PERSHING'’S SELECTION PLAN. 

Whea: General Pershing appeared before the joint ses 
sion of the Senate and House Committees on Military 
Affairs on Oct. 21, during the course of the Army re- 
organization hearings, he gave an informal expression 
of his views as to a method of selection for promotion 
which was printed on page 506 of our issue of Nov. 8. 
Subsequently he wrote a formal statement on “A Scheme 
for Making Selections for Promotion” to be inserted in 
the record of the hearings. This statement reads: 

A Scheme for Making Selections for Promotion, 

“A periodic rating, say annually, in which the follow 
ing percentages will be given: 1. For seniority, thirty 
per cent. (In computing this seniority the time the offi- 
cial has served in the gtade in which he then is enly 
will be taken into consideration.) 2. Selection, thirty 
per cent. 3. Efficiency, thirty per cent. 4. Rating in 
last previous examination, ten per cent. The men who 
received the highest rating in each grade would be ex- 
officio members of the computing boards; one committee 
composed of the men holding the highest numbers to be 
the selecting board; one committee composed of men 
who hold the next highest numbers to be the efficiency 
board, 

“The thirty per cent. for selection should be by selec 
tion, pure and simple. The selection board could have 
authority to use all the information at hand or eail for 
such as it might want as to character, fitness, and ex- 
perience. It would rate all the officers of each grade, 
giving them their numerical order in accordance with 
selection. This would be figured only to the convenient 
decimal point in percentage, which would be passed in 
for ultimate cemputation The efficiency board could 
have advice from the local officers and inspectors and 
such data as might be on file, and which should be* prop- 
erly filed with them, as to the manner in which officers 
had performed the duties which had been assigned them, 
condition of the companies in the cases of captains, excel- 
lefce of marksmanship in cases of artillery, et« The 
officers, as in selection, would get their numerical order 
on the total list of officers in that grade, which would 
again be computed and the percentage passed out to the 
ultimate computation 

“All promotions under this system would be strictly 
in accordance with the numerical list, the highest man 
in the next grade receiving the first vacancy. It would 
be very advisable to have promotion go to the highest 
officer in the Service, regardless of the branch of Service, 
and let him serve for awhile perhaps in some other 
branch of the Service for the sake of his general educa- 
tion, and let him transfer back to his own branch when 


the proper vacancy came. This would widen his experi- 
ence and be particularly valuable to him when he came 
to be in the higher commands, when he would have te 
command Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery. ; 

“An essential part of this scheme would be the elim 
ination of those men who got the lowest rating in each 
annual rating, not taking into consideration in this com 
putation the figures for seniority. If officers recently 
promoted were to go out because their seniority rating 
was low, a real hardship would be the effect; but the 
men lowest on the list for selection and efficiency, and 
on their examinations, should be dropped each year. 
This would be the elimination part of the plan. It 
would have the stimulating effect on the whole Service 
of fear of being the last, and tend to push the whole 
Service ahead. The number to go out could be easily 
figured, and should be fairly liberal. It would be based 
on the percentage of the total number in that grade. 
tut a percentage of the lowest men of each grade ought 
to be dropped each year; and whether one man or fifty 
were to go out would depend on whether there are fifty 
or 1,000 inethe grade.”

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SUBMARINES IN THE WAR. 


Subject of Paper by Commander Land, U.S.N. 





Much information as to the use of submarines during 
the war and many details of the construction and de 
tails of German boats of this class hitherto not made 
public are contained in a paper on “Submarines in Gen 
eral—German Submarines in Particular” written by 
Comdr. BE. S. Land, of the Construction Corps of the 
Navy, and read at the general meeting of the Society of 
Naval Architects and Marine Engineers in New York 
city on Noy. 13. In the introduction of his paper Com- 
mander Land expresses his regret that so much mystery 
has been thrown about this class of warship and to this 
secrecy he attributes the fact that “the publie has been 
led to hold wrong opinions of the efficiency of subma- 
rines and the very important part they played during 
the war. . . . In addition to this, the methods of 
warfare waged by Germany with its submarines have 
tended to cause an impression in the public mind that 
the submarine as a weapon of war should be done away 
with. The part that the submarines of the Allies played 
during the war places the submarine in a different light 
and reveals its true value not only as a defensive weapon, 
but particularly as an offensive weapon. Prior to the 
war, the opinion was prevalent, even among many inti- 
mately connected with submarines, that the submarine 
type of vessels was essentially a defensives weapon and 
of little value as an offensive weapon. The facts re- 
vealed by the experiences of the war have changed this 
opinion since the submarine has so efficiently proven its 
worth as a very powerful offensive weapon. Its ability 
as a scout was truly marvelous, as it was able to gain 
a maximum of information at a minimum of expense.” 

One fact stands out as particularly noteworthy, Com 
mander Land continues, namely, that more men-of-war 
were destroyed by submarines than by any other type of 
warcraft. The submarines also proved the most effee- 
tive means for watching the movements of the German 
fleet; few movements of German war craft escaped their 
vigilance. During the war, the British maintained a 
picket line with their submarines inside Heligoland 
Bight, which proved so dangerous a post to maintain 
that the picket line was later withdrawn outside of 
Heligoland. The British lost six submarines in six 
weeks during one period of picket duty inside Heligoland ; 
during the entire war they lost twenty-nine out of fifty- 
eight of their “E” class of boats. Owing to the very 
dangerous duty performed, it was considered that the 
normal life for these picket boats was twelve patrols, 
yet the “waiting list” at Harwich was the longest; this 
proves the mettle of the British submarine navy. The 
Germans had about thirty submarines at the beginning 
of the war; during the four and one-half years following 
they produced or had in process of construction at least 
650 more, making a total of approximately 670. Of 
these, 208 were lost during the war. 

Descriptions of German Boats. 

The value of submarines, in both offensive and defen- 
sive operations, he believes, has never been fully ap- 
preciated except by a very small number of technical 
people. The first three chapters of Admiral Jellicoe”s 
book, “The Grand Fleet,” contain sufficient evidence to 
convince doubting Thomases relative to the value of sub- 
marines from a military point of view. 

In the second part of his paper Commander Land gives 
descriptions of the three standard types of German sub- 
marines, which are known as the UC type, the UB type 
and the “mittel U-boat’; and of the two special types, 
UE type, mine-laying cruisers, and the UA type, large 
cruiser class, this last class consisting of two designs of 
which apparently only two were completed and they 
were especially designed for surface speed. Commander 
Land had unusually good opportunities to study these 
craft since he was one of the Interallied Armistice Com- 
mission that went to Germany on board the Hereules of 
the British navy to inspect war and merchant vessels 
and flying craft. He was also a member of the Ameri- 
ean Submarine Inspection Board which examined Ger 
man submarines after their surrender at Harwich, Eng- 
land. He gives details of hull construction, batteries, 
armor, anchors, hydroplanes, masts, periscopes, interior 
fittings (of which he says: “Boats are crowded, con- 
gested, complicated and filled with ‘gadgets’ of all 
kinds”). He states that housing guns have not been 
fitted during the last two years; that the folding wire 
less masts are heavy, awkward, and have cumbersome in 
staliations; and that much space is given up to officers’ 
quarters and ©.P.O0.'s, but not much space or comfort 
for crews. He closes his paper with the statements: 
“There is a good deal of doubt about the stability of the 
mine-laying cruisers, and the large cruisers, particularly 
submerged stability. Ample evidence was obtained to 
show that the Germans considered this a very serious 
question with regard to these boats and various modifica 
tions and alterations were under way to improve the 
stability of these designs. It is quite apparent that the 
trend of the German submarine construction was to 
give the U.S.A. a thorough taste of ‘frightfulness’ in 
the spring of 1919.”

CLEMENCY RECOMMENDED IN DISCIPLINARY CASES. 
Out of 7,207 disciplinary cases reviewed by clemency 
agencies between Feb. 25 and Oct. 15, a total of 5,837. 
or eight-one per cent., were recommended for clemency. 
All cases reviewed involv@d sentences of dishonorable 
discharge and confinement in a disciplinary barrack or 
penitentiary. In 2,075, or twenty-nine per cent. of the 
cases, the entire unexecuted portion of the sentence to 
confinement was remitted. Before remissions, the aver- 
age period of confinement as originally adjudged was 
6.65 years; after remissions, the average was 1.85 years.

DISCHARGE OF DISABLED MILITARY PERSONNEL, 

The War Department on Noy. 11 announced that all 
officers of the permanent 
granted dis- 


disabled pt rsonnel, except 
Army and special surgical cases, shall be 
charge six months after admission to a hospital in the 
United States for definite treatment, if discharge is de- 
sired and applied for by the individual in writing. All 
disabled military personnel, excepting the officers of 
the permanent Army, and those requiring multiple 
operations or special surgical treatment or suffer- 
ing from mental diseases, shall be discharged one 
year after admission to a hospital in this country 
after having been carried on the sick report for definite 
treatment for the same period. Provided individuals too 
sick to be removed from the hospital without prejudice 
to their life or recovery or who, upon the question of dis- 
charge being submitted to them in writing, certify that 
they cannot provide for the necessary care and attention 
for themselves, shall be retained until provision for their 
care and maintenance is made by the War Risk Insur- 
ance Bureau, Soldiers’ Home or National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers. Provided further, that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be deemed to rescind the pro 
visions of Circular No. 188 authorizing discharge at any 
time of the disabled who have been cured or have at- 
tained maximum restoration, or those who furnish guar- 
antees that specialized treatment will be continued as 
long as necessary.

MISTAKES IN IDENTIFYING BopiEs FROM RUSSIA. 

It has been brought to the attention of the War De- 
partment that some mistakes have been made in identi- 
fication of bodies of American troops who died or were

killed in Russia, says a statement from the Chief of 
Staff, issued Novy. 22, which continues: The depart- 
ment is carefully investigating the whole matter, but 
from evidence at hand, whatever errors in identification 
have occurred, were made at the time that the bodies 
were disinterred and placed in the caskets in Russia. 
It must be remembered that at the time this took place 
the removal of the bodies and the departure of the ship 
had to be made in the quickest possible time. It is the 
understanding that departure of the ship at a given time 
was insisted upon by the British authorities. No doubt 
whatever errors occurred are due to war conditions and 
conditions of the emergency which exists in Russia. 
After the remains were removed from the Lake Darags 
every possible precaution was taken to insure against 
error. All work in connection with handling of remains 
at this point was under direct supervision of a com 
missioned officer.

SKELETON ORGANIZATION OF SPECIAL Corps. 

Writing in opposition to the proposal to merge the 
special services developed during the war into other 
branches, an officer of the Construction Division says: 
“The key is to provide in the military legislation for a 
skeleton organization of those services set up during the 
war which were effective. This is possible, practicable, 
economically desirable and logically inevitable when it 
is considered that there is a force of officers already 
trained. Thus with universal training, volunteer service 
or conscription, the country would be prepared in any 
emergency at a small maintenance cost.

AMBULANCE UNIT DECORATED. 

The Norton-Harjes Ambulance Unit, which was at- 
tached to the 5th Division of the French army in the 
World War, next to the 66th Division of Chasseurs, 
known as the “Blue Devils,” then to the 2d Moroccan 
ldivision and, finally, after the armistice, to the 2d 
Polish Division, was decorated with the Medaille Mili- 
taire, by order of the French government, on Noy. 16. 
The presentation took place in New York city and was 
made by Major Bretain, French army, and a member 
of the French High Commission, who attached the medal 
to the flag of the unit. The organization has received 
three divisional citations and four army citations, with 
palms. The right to wear the fourragere was awarded 
the unit in December, 1917, and for the following year 
and a half it was the only American outfit entitled to 
wear the decoration. Of the 200 men who had been at- 
tached to the organization during its four and one-half 
years of service sixty Have received citation. After the 
presentation on Noy. 16 the unit attended a banquet 
given in its honor at the Hotel Biltmore.

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Wark MATERIALS SALES TO GO ON. 

The Director of Sales announced on Nov. 15 that, 
with the single exception of the Air Service, no bureau 
of the War Department having surplus war materials 
to dispose of contemplates any abatement of its efforts 
to market as expeditiously as possible its entire stock of 
surplus supplies. This statement is made in denial of 
rumors which nave become current to the effect that the 
War Department would suspend its sales activities un- 
til the spring. The sales organization of the Air Ser- 
vice, beginning Noy. 15, will practically suspend its sales 
campaign for a brief period and center its efforts upon 
the completion of an inventory of its surplus stocks. 
This suspension of sales by the Air Service is not ex- 
pected to exceed two weeks. With the completion of 
the inventory the Air Service will resume immediately 
its efforts to dispose of its surplus stocks, and, with the 
complete inventory information in its possession, will be 
in a position to expedite sales and conclude prompt 
negotiations into which the bureau may enter with pros- 
pective purchasers of its supplies.

RIFLE SUOOTING AT CAMP BENNING. 

Recent Infantry graduates from the U.S. Military 
Academy made some fine records in marksmaship in the 
course of training just completed at the Infantry School, 
Camp Benning. Lieut. Russell Lowell Williamson made 
the highest score, with 287 out of a possible 300. He 
scored 149 points out of a possible 150 in rapid fire. 
Of the 124 men of the basic course who competed, 
ninety-five qualified as expert riflemen, twenty-four as 
sharpshooters and five as marksmen. The average for 
the class was 260.58, or 7.58 points more than necessary 
for the grade of expert rifleman. The results of this 
test are of particular interest in view of the fact that 
this is the first official test of the Macnab system of 
rifle practice as developed and used in the A.E.F. The 
system is taught by Col. Alexander J. Macnab, Inf., at 
Camp Benning.

U.S. NAVAL RESERVE FORCE POLICY. 

Following the recommendation of the Naval Reserve 
Foree Conference held in Washington on Sept. 22 and 
233 the general policy of the organization has been Jaid 
down on lines suggested by the Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department. The Reserve Force will be organized 
in each naval district. There will be an officer in the 
district commandant’s headquarters directly charged with 
Reserve personnel whose duty will be organizing the Re- 
serves, arranging for their instruction and training, and 
keeping the records of officers and men up to date. The 
Bureau of Navigation has also determined that the 
records of the officers and men shall be kept in the dis- 
tricts in which they reside rather than in the district in 

Orders to this effect have already

In spite of 
this fact, however, the Bureau of Navigation is advised 
that many of the Reserve are anxious to become identified 
with the particular unit in their locality and will re 
port voluntarily for instruction.

UPHOLDING U.S.N. PHYSICAL STANDARDS. 
From every shore station of the U.S. Navy along the 

Atlantic seaboard there has come to the Navy Depart- 
ment cordial endorsement of the order of Novy. 20 direct- 
ing that the minimum age for enlistment shall be eight- 
een years and that the physical standard Jaid down in 
paragraph 2032, Manual for the Medical Department, 
U.S. Navy, 1917, be required in every cas® It is recog- 
nized by Navy officers that whatever the status of re- 
cruitment, allowing boys of immature age and physique 
to get into the Service can mean but one thing, the low- 
ering of accomplishments both afloat and ashore. It has 
been stated by officers of high rank that the enlisted 
personnel of the last half year is so far below the quality 
of young men that has been coming into the Navy in re- 
eent years that there is nothing but discouragement 
ahead in endeavoring to train this class of boys into 
doing full duty. Admiral H. B. Wilson, commanding 
the Atlantie Fleet, has stated that it cannot be done and 
it is useless effort on the part of the Navy to try and 
train these boys. Officers who have come into close ¢on- 
tact with the problem have very generally concluded 
that it would be better to get fewer recruits of a higher 
quality than to waste effort, time and money in working 
on the “under-standard” boy. This problem, coming so 
soon after the problem evolved by the quick demobiliza- 
tion of the Reserves, the release of duration-of-war men, 
with the 24,000 released by the operation of the La Fol- 
lette amendment to the appropriation bill, has made the 
task before the Navy a difficult one, but it is being at- 
tacked with the purpose of overcoming the obstacles and 
bringing the Navy up to the high plane it reached 
shortly after the declaration of war. 

The result of the order among the main recruiting 
stations was that first enlistments fell, for the week end- 
ing Nov. 21, from 1,075 to 665. But the re-enlistments 
rose from 174 to 180, and the total Reservists trans- 
ferred to the Regular Navy advanced from fifty-three to 
sixty-five, while extensions which had been zero took a 
start with nine. Though the week's total was only 
1,302, a loss of 383 for the week, officers of the Navy 
Recruiting Bureau in the Navy Department and of the 
Bureau of Navigation are optimistic and confident that 
the wisdom of the order will be confirmed by the acces 
sion of the best type of young man for the enlisted per- 
sonnel, and a consequent happier feeling all around, 
aboard ship, at the stations and navy yards, and in the 
department.

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RrevuLtar ARMY OFFICERS RESIGNED. 

From the signing of the armistice to Noy. 22 a total 
of 2,036 resignations of Regular Army officers have been 
accepted. This number includes twenty-one for the week 
ended Noy. 19. Of the total resigned, fifty-two per cent. 


were first lieutenants and thirty-nine per cent. second 
lieutenants. Regular Army officers to the number of 
1,875 have been discharged from emergency rank to 
Nov. 15. 
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GAS A HUMANE WEAPON. 

That gas is one of the most humane weapons of war 
is the copclusion reached by the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice after a careful study of the causes and results of 
casualties in the A.E.F. This conclusion is so contrary 
to the popular belief that it is advanced only after a 
critical study and analysis of official figures compiled by 
the Office of the Surgeon General, From these figures it 
is also deduced that gas is one of the most powerful of 
weapons, for of the total of 274,217 battle casualties 
suffered by the A.E.F., 74,779, or 27.3 per cent., were 
due to gas. 

While the number who died on the battlefield from 
gas cannot be separated from those who died from bul- 
lets and high explosives, it is known that in case of 
the A.E.F. it was very small. This is attributed to the 
fact that the high concentration of gas necessary to 
cause death before men can be gotten to a hospital is 
obtained by cloud gas and projector attacks, with only 
an occasional death on the battlefield from gas in shells. 
No cloud gas attacks and only a comparatively small 
number of projector attacks were sustained by the 
A.E.F., hence the Chemical Warfare Service concludes 
that 206 is a liberal estimate of the number of deaths 
from gas on the battlefield. The number of deaths in the 
hospitals from gas was 1,194, which, added to the 206 
deaths in battle, gives a total of 1,400 deaths from gas 
out of the total gas casualties amounting to 74,779, or 
1.87 per cent. The total number of deaths from all bat- 
tle causes is given as 48,059. Subtracting the 1,400 
deaths attributed to gas gives 46,659 deaths from all 
other battle causes. Deducting the 74,779 gas cases from 
the 274,217 total battle casualties leaves 199,438 for 
battle casualties due to causes other than gas. The per- 
centage of deaths from such causes is therefore 23.4 per 
cent. Thus it is deduced that while gas produced 27.3 
per cent. of all battle casualties, accomplishing the prime 
object of all weapons of war, which is to put men out 
of action, the dtaths were only 1.87 per cent. compared 
with 23.4 per cent. of deaths from other battle causes. 
In other words, based on the statistics, the claim is 
advanced that a man gassed has twelve times as many 
chances to recover as the man put out of action by other 
causes. 

One of the tables on gas casualties prepared by the 
Surgeon General's Office is of unusual interest as show- 
ing in detail the effects of various kinds of gas as deter- 
mined by cases admitted to the hospitals. It is as fol 
lows:

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ENLISTED MEN ELiGiBLE FOR WEST POINT. 

The U.S. Military Academy bureau of The Adjutant 
General's office has notified the commanders of territo- 
rial departments and commanding officers of divisions of 
the number of enlisted men whovare eligible to be chosen 
as candidates for entrance into the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy from each department. In addition an allotment 
has been made for the enlisted men in Germany. Siberia 
and the Philippines. The total number of candidates for 
the final examination will be 252, this number being 
three times the number of vacancies to be filled. In or- 
der to limit the number to 252 it was determined that 
one out of every 746 enlisted men in the Army was eli- 
gible for selection as a candidate. The allotment to the 
various territorial departments, divisions and overseas 
forces was as follows: Philippines 5, Siberia 9, Germany 
17, Northeastern Department 5, Eastern 64, South- 
eastern 21, Central 36, Southern 46, Western 20, Pan- 
ama 4, Hawaiian 5, 1st Division 5, 2d 3, 3d 3, 4th 2, 
Sth 2, 6th 3, 7th 2. If there are more applications than 
can be accommodated by the allotment the number of 
candidates must be reduced to the figures allowed by 
The Adjutant General by a preliminary examination to 
be held between Dee. 1 and Dee. 15. The final examina- 
tion, in which one-third of the candidates will be de- 
clared eligible for admission, will be held on Feb. 17 at 
stations located in various parts of the country. Plans 
are on foot now to establish schools at various Army 
posts at which men who aspire to appointments to West 
Point may be trained in advance of the examinations.

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THE CHIEF OF STAFF'S ANNUAL REPORT. 
General March's Impressive Document. 

The annual report of the Chief of Staff of the Army, 
Gen, Peyton C. March, for 1919 is a document running 
to 261 pages, which is all the more impressive when com- 
pared to the report for 1918, which was only twenty-four 
pages. It covers the period to the end of the fiseal year, 
June 30, 1919, and bears that date. Owing to the mass 
of matter the text is divided for convenience infd nine 
parts, with an appendix containing the text of the so- 
called General Staff bill for Army reorganization. These 
soversi parts inelude an Introduction, The Operations 
Division, War Plans Division, Military Intelligence Di- 
vision, Purchase, Storage and Traffie Division, Miscel 
laneous Branches of General Staff, Demobilization of the 
Army. Miscellaneous Activities of Army During War, 
and Conclusion. This last part is devoted to “Lessons 
of the War” and discusses twelve topics under this head. 
The report is a most exhaustive history of the work of 
the General Staff during the fiscal year 1919, with the 
many ramifications and enlargements of its duties, and 
it will prove to be a most valuable “source book” for 
future historians. 

(ieneral March in his introduction discusses the mobil 
ization of the entire nation; the outline of the original 
tentative Army program and its growth frem a thirty- 
division program of July, 1918, brought about by the 
critical situation abroad in the spring of that year; the 
development of the troop and cargo ships program re- 
sulting from the enlarged Army plan; the difficulties due 
to German submarines and the influenza epidemic; an 
exposition of the defects of the bureau system in the 
War Department; an outline of the reorganization of the 
General Staff with a summary of the history of that 
corps and the successive steps taken in its reorganiza- 
tion. Summaries are also given of the creation of the 
Chemical Warfare Service, Motor Transport Corps, and 
Finance Service, and the reorganization of the Air Ser- 
vice. The necessity for General Staff control during the 
war is explained; the changes in organization after the 
armistice was declared; and a summary is given of the 
results accomplished under the eighty-division plan. 
Great care has been taken in each of these discussions 
and summaries to give dates and statistics to the fullest 
extent together with a roster of the general officers in 
charge of the divisions who were assistants to the Chief 
of Staff during the fiseal year. 

Under the heading The Operations Division is de- 
scribed its organization and duties; the manner in which 
this branch handled the mobilization problem and the 
sources of manpower; the development of the depot 
brigade; the story of the U.S. Guards; how the ship- 
ment of men overseas was handled and also that of 
equipment; the hospitalization project; the National 
Army cantonments and National Guard camps and the 
flying fields, from the viewpoint of their “construction 
demobilization”; the work of the Personnel Branch and 
its multifold duties in handling the many problems pre- 
sented by the war and the demobilization; and of the 
Motor Transport Branch. In the part devoted to the 
War Plans Division an outline is given of its pre-war 
and present organization; how the training of the Army 
was developed in the officers’ training camps and the 
various schools established for the emergency; and the 
work of the Committee on Education and Special Train- 
ing. 

In the part devoted to the Military Intelligence Divi- 
sion is given for the first time, in any official document, 
a complete account of the work of that division which 
grew from a total personnel of two officers and two 
clerks, on April 6, 1917, to a staff of 282 officers, 20 
non-commissioned officers, and 948 civilians at the time 
of the armistice. The organization of the division is 
described and a summary given of the field covered by 
each of the several branches, some of the developments 
reading like paragraphs from fiction of the “secret ser 
vice” order, only in this case they are facts. The section 
devoted to the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division is 
the longest in the report, 100 pages being given to it. 
After describing the Army supply ma oy at the out- 
break of the war the report shows how the General Staff 
worked as a co-ordinating agency in this field and what 
was done in this line of co-ordination by the Council of 
National Defense and the War Industries Board. The 
antecedents of the division are discussed, showing how it 
grew out of the Storage and Traffic Se. vice, the Embar 
kation Service, the Division of Inland Transportation, 
the Storage Subdivision. Each one of these suborganiza- 
tions is described historically and from the viewpoint of 
accomplishment. The last part of this section of te 
report is given to describing the reorganization of P., 
and T. under G.O. No. 80 of August, 1918. The sais’ 
ment since the armistice is described and the present 
organization of the division given. 

The work of the Statistics Branch and Morale Branch 
is described in Part VI. under Miscellaneous Branches 
of the General Staff, both of which, General March 
recommends, should be continued. Eighteen pages ace 
given to the topic Demobilization of the Army, this 
being reviewed historically as well as particularly in the 
matter of our own problems. The adjustment of con- 
tracts and claims is described as is also that of sales of 
surplus property and real estate. The activities of the 
A.E.F. in Siberia and the troops engaged in Mexican 
border duty are summarized, lists of units in each being 
given. 

In the final division General March discusses the les 
sons of the war as showing the necessity for General 
Staff control, for adequate reserves of clothing and equip- 
ment, and for the proper provision for supply and trajn- 
ing of officers and replacements. He declares that the 
principles of war are unchanged and shows how special 
services have been developed, but all “as auxiliaries of 
the Infantry.” On this point General March adds: 
“Nothing in this war has changed the fact that it is now, 
as always heretofore, the Infantry with rifle and bayonet 
that. in the final analysis, must bear the brunt of the 
assault and earry it on to vietory. The war has taught 
the necessity for the appreciation by all officers of the 
interdependence of all arms of the Service in battle. They 
are to fight together; they must be trained and taught 
together in the common knowledge of the powers and 
limitations of each arm, and the mutual confidence, with 
out which efficient teamwork in battle, is impossible to 
be maintained.” 

General March also shows how our problem of ship 
ping upwards of 2,000,000 men across 35,000) miles of 
ecenn was an idea “unconceived of not only in our own 
war plans, but in those of any other country. Perhaps 
no lesson of the war has been of more universal inter- 
est. We are not alone in having learned it; it is one 
that must inevitably affect to a material degree all future 
military plans, both offensive and defensive, throughout 
the world.” He argues that we should always maintain 
a sufficiently large trained and organized force to insure 


in connection with our coast defense “that no ceili 
or possible enemy can ever seize a great strategic base 
on our coast.’ General March recommends that the 
peace strength of the Army be fixed, as a minimum, at 
“one field army of five corps, skeletonized to about fifty 
per cent. of its strength, in such a way as to include a 
nucleus for all organizations which require extended 
training and instruction in time of peace, and as to be 
capable of ready expansion, in time of war, to full 
strength without seriously impairing its efficiency for 
se rvice 

Genenel March closes his report by urging that uni- 
versal military training be adopted and showing how the 
country is in a better condition now than ever before to 
adopt a sound military policy, owing to the fact that we 
have such an equipment as was never before in the pos 
session of the United States. He expresses his gratitude 
to all the various civilian organizations that helped the 
Army and says that “the thorough and efficient co- 
operation of the Navy made possible the transport of 
our Army overseas without the loss of a transport while 
under their protection on the eastbound voyage.” To the 
Army itself he pays this compliment in bringing his re- 
port to an end: 

“The Regular Army has imparted to the entire Army 
its standards and its ideals of duty, efficiency, loyalty, 
and justice. In the performance of the many responsible 
duties that it has been called upon to perform both in 
this country and overseas, it has lived up to its tradi 
tions and has added laurels to its history. The Ameri 
can soldier, from whatever source, has, by his conduct, 
and by his self-reliance, cheerfulness, initiative, aggres- 
siveness, and valor, won the confidence and the unstinted 
praise of his comrades in arms of all nations. The mag- 
nificent performance of General Pershing and his com 
mand in this war will always be a source of pride to all 
Americans.” 

The Lessons of the War. 

General March's views as to the lessons of the war 
are of first importance at this time when the best minds 
of the nation are trying to have the United States adopt 
a military policy adequate to its place in the world. On 
this general subject he writes: “The lessons of the war 
are many and important. VDrobably no great industry 
or activity exists in the country which has not gained, 
during the mobilization of the resources of the nation 
which was accomplished during the war, experience that. 
when analyzed and studied, will be of great and tasting 
benefit to it and to the nation. Undoubtedly the coun 
try has incurred much expense and has lost many lives 
on account of the improvisations which were inevitable 
on account of its lack of preparedness for war, and it 
is essential that the lessons which have erystallized out 
of the experience of the War Department, as of the 
other great agencies directly concerned in the war, be 
heeded and profited by if this tremendous toll of wealth 
and of life is not to be in vain. 

“Before the war the theory was frequently advanced 
that future wars would, due to the terrible efficiency of 
modern instruments of warfare, be short and decisive. 
In this war the scientific and technical skill of the world 
has been concentrated for four years on the problems 
of devising either new death-dealing devices or means of 
protection against them. The history of the war, how- 
ever, has shown that this theory is untenable. It has 
shown that, on the contrary, a modern war is a war of 
nations rather than of armies; that it involves a mo- 
bilization of the entire resources of these nations, and 
that it will, therefore, require for its decision a le *ngth 
of time not incomparable with that of previous wars. 

This consideration, he then points out in showing the 
necessity for General Staff control, accentuates the need 
of a War Department organization which is adequate 
to handle all the various agencies brought into play by 
the mobilization of the nation. “I am convinced,” he 
states, “that without a properly organized and efficient 
General Staff charged with the responsibility for, and 
empowered with the authority to formulate and execute, 
the Army program, it will, in any future war, as in this 
and in every other war in our history, be impossible for 
the activities of the various agencies, services and bu- 
reaus of the War Department to be controlled and di- 
rected, with promptness and effectiveness, to the attain- 
ment of the common end. It ean be stated without 
qualification that the success of an army in modern war 
is impossible without such a General Staff. 

“Under the terms of the treaty of peace the German 
general staff is abolished. Had the Germans won the 
war they would, in all probability, have prescribed some- 
what similar terms for the United States. It was neces- 
sary that the legislative restrictions hitherto imposed 
upon the organization and activities of the General 
Staff be removed, upon the declaration of war, in order 
that the military program might be carried out, and the 
Army organized, trained and commanded with the expe- 

dition and the efficiency that the country demanded. Un- 
less these restrictions are permanently removed and the 
General Staff is established upon a proper basis, the 
experience gained during this war will have been largely 
without avail, restrictions not incomparable with those 
that might have been expected from a German victor 
will have been imposed upon the General Staff, arfd it 
is inevitable that a future war will find this country as 
unprepared as it was for this war—with consequences 
which may endanger the nation.” 


War Won by “Men, Munitions and Morale.” 


In emphasizing the need for an adequate supply of 
officers and men for an army in the future, for provi- 
sion for replacements and special troops General March 
says: “In this war it was necessary to train approxi- 
mately 180,000 officers who had had little, if any, pre- 
vious military training. The Regular Army consisted of 
less than 6,000 officers, of whom more than 1,000 had 
less than two years’ service. It was necessary to use a 
large number of these trained officers for the various 
staff and other duties required to mobilize the Army: 
the training of the officers and men required for the new 
Army could not, for months, be effective. There can be 
no avoiding a recurrence of this situation except to pro- 
vide an adequate reserve of trained officers and men. 

“Due to our lack of preparedness, the execution of 
our military program necessitated the sending to France 
and into battle of some organizations and replacements 
without proper training; undoubtedly the lack of proper 
equipment and instructors for training resulted, in some 
cases, in a loss of lives that might have been avoided 
with well trained and disciplined officers and men. This 
action was taken only because of the firm conviction that 
it was imperative. There was no alternative if the war 
was to be won without a prolonged struggle resulting 
in an aggregate loss of life far exceeding that which 
actually occurred. The disadvantages were great and 
were fully considered. Events have proved that they 
were the price of victory. It is a price that it should 
never be necessary to pay again.” 

As to how the war was won, General March gives 


this summary: “The war has taught many lessons: | 
principles of warfare, however, remain unchanged. 
was not won, as some had predicted it would be, 
some new and terrible development or modern scien 
it was won, as was every other war in history, by n 
munitions and morale. 

“Viewed as a whole, it has many of the charact: 
tics of a single great battle. Like a battle, it be, 
with a period of maneuvering for position, which cd 
oped into a period of close contact and attrition, 
like a battle, it terminated in a short period of decis 
in which the victory was won by an offensive operat 
which, by the utilization of a strong and effeetiys 
serve, became overwhelming in its effect. It differs fr 
any previous battle, chiefly in the magnitude of 1 
forces, material and time involved. With the ent 
man power and resources of great nations mobilized 
engaged the period of contact and attrition oecup 
years instead of hours or days as in previous batt 
Only the determination, the valor, and the sacrifices 
our Allies throughout this terrible period of ordeal 
battle made it possible for us to furnish the final reser, 
which, with its impetuous vigor and its irresisti 
force, enabled the Allied army to pass from the def; 
sive to the offensive and made possible an early and 
cisive vietory.” 

What the War Has Shown. 

Discussing our military policy as affected by the w: 
General March says: “The war has shown that tl 
country can, in an emergency, be self-sustaining in 
respects for an indefinite period. This is probably true 
no other great power; certainly it is true of no 
sular power. This fact bears upon our policy of na 
tional defense. It follows that under any possible nay 
situation, even with our Navy and our fleets deni 
access.to the seas by any conceivable combination 
the other great navies of the world, this country cou! 
not be defeated and forced to capitulate by naval ope 
tions alone. 

“This, involving as it does our unlimited resources 
man power and wealth, constitutes our greatest national 
military asset, provided, and only provided, we are pri 
pared to prevent the landing on our shores of an enem 
of the size which our own performance has demo: 
strated to the world can be landed by a first class pow: 
under certain conditions. ‘These conditions are that it 
shall have control of the sea and control of proper base 
for debarkation. Without the possession of such bass 
we could not have landed our Army irrespective of th: 
fact that the Allies had control of the sea. 

“It is, accordingly, one of the very important lesson 
of this war that reasonable provision and a sound mil 
tary policy demand that there shall be at all times avail 
able for immediate use a suflicient trained and organ 
ized force to insure, in connection with our fixed coast 
defenses, that na probable or possible enemy can eve 
seize a great strategic base on our coast. With such a 
base in his possession it it not inconceivable that he 
could, within a short time, land a sufficient number 
fully-equipped troops to seize and hold, by establishing « 
line of defense not incomparable in length with that 
held by the Germans on the western front, an area in 
cluding such an appreciable portion of the resource 
and wealth of the country as to result in consequences 
of incalculable moment to the nation. 

“Obviously such an attacking force, irrespective o 
its power on the sea, as represented by the strength of 
its navy, and of its power on the land, as represented 
by the strength of its army, will be at its weakest dur 
ing the period it is attempting to land its army on ou 
shores. During this period only will it be possible to 
nullify any numerical superiority of troops that he may 
bring to bear by the resistance of a trained and organ 
ized force of relatively small size. Only by the provision 
of such a force can we be assured that we shall be able 
to utilize to full advantage our greatest military asset, 
by gaining the time required to develop our resources 
and to organize an army which will be adequate to any 
contingency. The size of such a force, which is essential 
if the country is to be afforded that degree of protection 
which a sound military policy requires, must be deter 
mined by a consideration of our extended coast line, by 
the necessary dispersion of the foree due to tle distance 
from coast to coast, and by the necessity of providing 
for the safety of the Panama Canal and our other in 


sular possessions, 


The Air Program. 


General March makes this reference to the troubled 
air program during the war: “In May, 1917, when the 
plans and policies for our military effort were in a very 
formulative stage, the French authorities requested 
that the United States undertake a tremendous part in 
aerial warfare by sending 4,500 American aviators, and 
a correspondingly great amount of matériel to France 
within a year. In the Aviation Section of the Signal 
Corps there were approximately thirty-five officers who 
could fly elementary planes; there were no officers who 
had had training or experience with fighting ships 
Furthermore, there were no fighting ships, no commer 
cial industry for the production of the vast amount of 
acrial equipment required, and the aeronautical engi 
neers in the country were neglible in number. 

“Urged by popular enthusiasm, the Aviation Section 
of the Signal Corps undertook an air program entirely 
disproportionate to a properly balanced Army and, as 
events showed, impossible of execution. The history of 
this transcendental program, which was adopted and 
undertaken by the Signal Corps practically independ 
ently of the rest of the Army, affords an early and a 
striking example of the necessity for a General Staff to 
formulate the military program and to co-ordinate the 
activities of the various agencies concerned.

| annual report of Major Gen. Commandant George 
tt of the U.S. Marine Corps for the fiseal year 
, and dated Oct. 10, 1919, has been submitted 
e Secretary of the Navy. The fact is stated that 
e the authorized strength of the corps was tempo- 
increased by the act of July 1, 1918, from 693 offi- 
and 30,000 men to 3,017 officers and 75,500 men, 
strength was never reached, due to the cessation of 
tilities.

MOTOR TRANSPORT CORPS REPORT. 
The annual report of the chief of the Motor Trans 
rt Corps, Brig. Gen. C. B. Drake, U.S.A., for the fis- 
il year ended June 30, 1919, and dated Oct. 10, 1919, 
is been submitted to the Secretary of War. General 
Drake says that initial action covering the creation, 
rganization and functions of the corps was promul- 
gated by G.O. 75, War Dept., Aug. 15, 1918, but ex- 
Jains that the fountain head of the organization was 
ocalized in 1903, when authorization for the procure- 
ent of one automotive machine was granted by the 
War Department. In 1909, at Camp Jossman, Gui- 
agas, P.1., a traction engine with two trailers, supple- 
nented by heavy wagons drawn behind the trailers, was 
for some months used successfully in hauling miscella- 
eous supplies from the Q.M. dock at Buena Vista to the 
imp, a distance of four and one-half miles, with a 
rade of 450 feet, with the result that a saving of more 
an fifty per cent. was effected in cost. This, General 
Drake believes, constituted the initial effort of the Gov- 
ronment to use motor transportation otherwise than as 
mere experiment. 
Until 1911 motor transportation for the Army was 
inder limited considerstion, a few official reports being 
ndered covering the utility and practicability of power- 
driven vehicles for military uses, but judged by procure- 
lent or standardization the results were neglible. It is 
rue that a small stock of self-propelling machines, 
idely diversified as to make and type, was procured 
nd tested under service conditions, but the methods of 
Army transportation up to 1911 disclosed no pronounced 
viation from those obtaining from the early days of

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(N ORDER AGAINST BEGGING. 

Comdr. R. F. Zogbaum, jr., U.S.N., executive officer of 
e U.S. Naval Training Station at Great Lakes, IIL. 
ssued an order on Nov. 11 in which he said: “It has 
eme to my attention that some men on leave or liberty 
re in the habit of begging money from citizens of Chi- 
go. This practice puts the uniform of the Navy in 
disrepute and must be stopped. Any man in naval uni- 
form, who is caught begging should be reported at once 
to proper authority. It is to the interest of all hands 
on this station to attempt to stamp out this disgraceful 
conduct on the part of men in uniform. Heads of de- 
partments, regimental commanders and all other im- 
mediate superiors will bring this order to the attention 
of their men and instruct them to report any case of 


begging that may come to their knowledge.” Comment- 
ing editorially om the order, the Great Lakes Bulletin 
of the same date said, in part: ‘There is only one differ- 
ence between the begging of a sailor and the begging of 
a man in civilian life. That is, the sailor, by his act of 
vagrancy throws discredit on thousands of his fellow 
shipmates who are in the Navy at the time and gives the 
sailors ‘to be’ a hard name which they must live down, 
while the civilian beggar throws discredit only on him- 
self. No real sailor has in mind the good of the flag to 
which he has sworn allegiance and service when he will 
ingly and without excuse for himself accosts a civilian, 
who has a harder time than the sailor in getting the 
necessities of life, and begs him for enough money to 
cither get home or to buy food.”

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REVIEW OF U.S. MINE SWEEPERS. 

The vessels of the U.S. Mine Sweeping Force, which, 
under the direction of Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, 
U.S.N., so skillfully accomplished the extremely haz 
ardous feat of laying the larger part of the great mine 
field in the North Sea, and removed the American laid 





mines after the war, were honored by a review in thi 
Iludson river, New York city, on Nov. 23, by Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels. These modest looking craft made 
the remarkable record of laying 56,570 mines out of the 
total of 70,000 laid by the Americans and British. The 
United States Navy mine sweepers in performing their 
work made fifteen excursions, and the British eleven. 
The great mine field, which was a telling piece of naval 
strategy, had an average width of twenty-five miles, and 
ran from the northern Orkney Islands to near Bergen, 
Norway, a distence of some 250 miles. This great field 
during the latter part of the World War proved a most 
severe thorn in the side of German submarines, and ten 
of them at least fell victims to mines. The laying and 
removal of this great mine field ranks as one of the 
greatest feats of the war, and its vastness is without a 
parallel in history. 

The removal of the mines was a task even more ardu- 
ous and perilous than laying them. The officers and men 
of the mine sweepers and sub-chasers that aided in the 
work for months cheerfully went about their dangerous 
task, risking their lives almost every moment of the 
time the sweeping operations went on. Through all sorts 
of weather the staunch little craft, the 110-foot sub- 
chasers and the standardized 180-foot sweepers and the 
Lritish trawlers loaned to the American detachment, all 
manned by United States Navy personnel and flying the 
American flag, went about their stern and dangerous 
work. The two most serious accidents were the sink- 
ing of the trawler Richard Bulkeley on July 12, 1919, 
and the damaging of the Bobolink on May 14, 1919. The 
Bulkeley was mined and sunk in six minutes, drowning 
the commanding officer, Comdr. F. R. King, U.S.N., and 
six men and, in addition, injuring two officers. The 
Bobolink was damaged by a mine explosion which killed 
the commanding officer, Lieut. Frank Bruce, U.S.N. 
Other mine explosions caused damage to the Pelican, 
Turkey, Osprey, Patuxent, Oriole, Auk, Sanderling, Rail 
and Eider, in which several men were injured. Minor 
damages were also sustained by the sub-chasers due to 
the shock of explosions close aboard, 

For the sweeping operations thirty-four mine sweep- 
ers that had been built of standard type for mine sweep- 
ing were fitted out, every precaution being taken that 
would add to the safety of the work. Mucb of the 
equipment and many of the safety devices were tested 
out for the first time in these preliminary operations. 
Early in May, 1919, the first actual mine sweeping ex- 
pedition, largely of an experimental nature, was under- 
taken. Kirkwall, Orkney Islands, had been selected for 
the operating base of the force, and the task of cleaning 
up the American laid mines was divided into seven 
operations. As the personnel gained experience it was 
found that the rate of sweeping rapidly increased until 
a high standard was reached. Tabulated reports show 
that this rate of increase at the last reached six to seven 
hundred per cent. The seven sweeping operations varied 
in length from ten to twenty-five days, and after each 
there was a short overhaul period. The entire task was 
completed on Sept. 31, 1919, and the dismantling of the 
operating base at Kirkwall was immediately begun. 

The honors the brave officers and men of the Mine 
Sweeping Force received at New York city on Nov. 24 
were therefore thoroughly well earned. Secretary Dan- 
iels and party reviewed the force from aboard the de- 
stroyer Meredith, starting from off Ninety-sixth street. 
A trim looking force it was, flying homeward bound, 
pennants and a rainbow of flags, with crews lined up 
along the rails. The Secretary’s party included Rear 
Admiral Joseph Strauss, who commands the force; Rear 
Admirals H. B. Wilson and J. H. Glennon, U.S.N. At 
the close of the review Secretary Daniels held a recep- 
tion on the U.S.S. Columbia for the officers of the re- 
turning ships and their wives, followed by a_ buffét 
luncheon. 

The force reviewed consisted of two tenders, the Black- 
hawk, the flagship, and the Panther, and thirty-two mine 
sweepers and twenty-one sub-chasers. The names of 
the vessels and commanding officers are as follows:

New Destroyer Named. 





Announcement was made on Nov. 19 by the Secretary 
of the Navy that he had designated Destroyer 329, now 
building at San Francisco by the Bethlehem Shipbuild- 
ing Co., to be named Bruce in honor of Lieut. Frank 
Bruce, U.S.N., who while in command of U.S.S. Bobo- 
link was killed by the explosion of a mine during sweep- 
ing operations. 

The -naval port office at Gibraltar, Spain, was de- 
mobilized Noy. 14, 1919. 

Launch of US California, 

When the U.S. battleship California was launched at 
Mare Island, Calif., on Noy. 20, 1919, the brakes to 
slacken her momentum as she slid into the water failed 
to hold sufficiently, and she smashed into a pier, but 
no one was injured, and the damage was slight. The 
vessel was christened by Mrs. Randolph T. Zane, daugh- 
ter of Governor Stephens, of California, and widow of 
Major R. T. Zane, U.S.M.C.,, who was killed in France. 
The keel of the California was laid Oct. 16, 1916. She 
has a length over all of 624 feet, a breadth of 96 feet and 
a depth of 47.2 feet. Her displacement at her mean draft 
of 30.5 feet would be 32,000 tons. She will have an 
estimated speed of 21 knots and a normal fuel capacity 
of 1,900 tons. Her main battery will consist of twelve 
14-inch guns. 

Motor Lifeboats for U.S. Coast Guard. 

Three 36-foot self-bailing and self-righting motor life- 
boats were tried out successfully by the Coast Guard on 
Noy. 14 on Chesapeake Bay. These boats are the larg- 
est and most powerful motor lifeboats in the United 
States, being equipped with fifty horsepower four-cylin- 
der motors. They will be sent to the Pacifie coast. 


Alaska Coal for the U.S. Navy. 

Fifteen carloads of coal from the Matanuska fields, 
near Anchorage, Alaska, have been loaded on the U.S. 
naval collier Saturn to be taken to the navy yard at 
Puget Sound, Wash., says an Associated Press dispatch 
from Seward, Alaska. The coal was brought from the 
field to Seward by the Government railway, and was the 
first shipment to arrive there. The dispatch adds that 
word has been received in Seward from Washington 
that the Navy Department expects to develop the Alaska 
coal beds in 1920. 

Names for New U.S. Destroyers: 

Names for new destroyers now under construction 
were announced by the Navy Department Nov. 18 as 
follows: Destroyer 326, under construction at San Fran- 
ciseo, Calif., has been named Coghlan, in honor of the 
late Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, U.S.N. Mrs. 
Graham Coghlan, of Tiburon, Calif., will act as sponsor. 
Destroyer 291, under construction at the Bethlehem 
Ship Building Co.’s plant at Squantum, Mass., has been 
named Converse, in honor of the late Rear Admiral 
George A. Converse, U.S.N. Destroyer 219, under con- 
struction at Philadelphia, has been named Edsall, in 
honor of Seaman N. E. Edsall, U.S.N., killed by hostile 
natives near Apia, Samoa, while attached to the U.S.S. 
Philadelphia. He was mortally wounded while trying to 
assist Lieutenant Lansdale to a place of safety. De- 
stroyer 346, under construction at Bath, Me., has been 
named the Sicard, in honor of the late Rear Admiral 
Montgomery Sicard, U.S.N. 

Navy Contracts for Ten Bombing Planes. 

The Navy has contracted for ten Martin bombing 
planes, each equipped with two Liberty motors. Ensign 
George H. McCarthy has been ordered to inspection 
duty at the factory of the Glenn L. Martin Co., which 
is building the planes. These planes will have folding 
wings and will operate with the fleet. 

Rescue of U.S. Navy Aviators at Sea. 

Lieutenant Thompson and Ensign Noble, U.S.N., were 
rescued by the U.S. Coast Guard of Station 130, Town- 
send’s Inlet, N.J., after a thrilling battle with wind and 
sea during the forty-mile northwest gale of Nov. 19, 
when the Navy seaplane A-2240, bound from Rockaway 
to Hampton Roads, became disabled off U.S.C.G. Sta- 
tion 130, owing to a stoppage of the gravity feed pipe. 
The high winds carried the plane far out to sea before 
the Coast Guard lifeboat could get to them. An at- 
tempt was made by Captain Bentham to tow the plane 
in, but seeing this was futile owing to the breaking of 
one of the shafts on the lifeboat, he took the crew off 
the plane with great difficulty owing to the heavy sea 
which was running. ‘The officers were landed at the 
Coast Guard station, where they spent the night, pro- 
ceeding the next morning to the Naval Air Station at 
Cape May. 

New Head for N.Y. Nautical School, 

Capt. J. S. Baylis, U.S. Coast Guard Service, has 
been appointed superintendent of the New York State 
Nautical School and commanding officer of the school- 
ship Newport. Captain Baylis entered the Coast Guard 
as a cadet in 1907, when it was known as the Revenue 
Cutter Service. His duties have included periods of 
service in many parts of the world, including one cf 
more thaw a year on board the cutter Bear, stationed in 
Alaskan waters, Pacific and Atlantic oceans and Great 
Lakes. With the outbreak of the war the necessity of 
establishing a close check on all merchant shipping, as 
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well as a requirement for a responsible center for the 
issuance of confidential sailing instructions, led to his 
selection for the duty as routing officer of the Port of 
New York.

REPORT OF CHIEF, BUREAU OF ORDNANCE 
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July 1, 1919, guns and ammunition were removed from 
G64 of the above types of vessels. Y-guns, arbors, and 
depth charges have been removed from all classes of ves 
sels as rapidly as the vessels became available. 

Every effort is being made to increase the effective- 
ness of the torpedo and results so far have been suffi- 
ciently encouraging to justify the hope that this im 
portant weapon will not fall behind the progress accom- 
plished with other weapons of offense. During the war 
the majority of officers trained to handle torpedoes were 
of the Reserve Force. Now that the services of many 
experienced torpedo men have been lost, it may be ex- 
pected that efficiency will for atime correspondingly 
suffer. 

The Navy's Part in the North Sea Barrage. 

Admiral Earle throws some interesting light on the 
important part taken by the U.S. Navy in the great mine 
barrage in the North Sea, which had so much to do with 
the defeat of Germany and the ending of the enemy sub 
marine menace. From our entrance into the war it be- 
came apparent to the bureau that the most effective way 
of combatting the submarine was to blockade the enemy's 
coast by means of mines or other anti-submarine devices, 
an anti-submarine barrier around the North Sea, which 
would prevent submarines from getting into the Atlantic. 
As the war went on the correctness of this theory daily 
became more evident. The bureau made a_ thorough 
study of various types of barrage. No type of net 
offered a practicable solution, and the bureau concen 
trated its efforts on the evolution of a new type of mine, 
since no mine then existing was satisfactory. The great 
number required for the project 250 miles long by 200 
feet deep was beyond any amount ever contemplated. In 
fact, even the operation of mining in such great depths 
of water was a new and difficult problem. 

That the mining section of the bureau, which had 
made the study of conditions, eventually produced a mine, 
the success of which had surpassed all expectations, is 
mainly due to Comdr. 8S. P. Fullinwider, U.S.N.  To- 
gether with other officers of the bureau he saw possi- 
bilities in an anti-submarine device, which in May, 1917, 
an American inventor had submitted, in the shape of a 
submarine gun, which possessed no practical value in 
the form submitted, but which embodied an element 
which could be utilized to advantage in a naval mine. 
The idea of using this small electrical device of Mr. 
Ralph Browne’s as an integral part of a new type of 
mine was the bureau’s own, and carried to fruition 
despite some objections on the part of the inventor. The 
inventor, working with the collaboration of the bureau, 
then constructed a model apparatus, which on test July 
9, 1917. gave most gratifying resylts, and the bureau im- 
mediately proceeded with it. 

The bureau first submitted its tentative plans for a 
North Sea barrage to the Chief of Naval Operations on 
June 12, 1917; then made announcement of the develop- 
ment of a mine peculiarly adaptable for use against 
submarines on July 18, 1917; and next furnished plans 
for a British-American joint offensive operation on July 
30, 1917. These plans, approved by the Chief of Naval 
Operations and the Secretary of the Navy, were sub- 
mitted to the British Admiralty by the commander-in- 
chief, U.S. Atlantic Fleet, Admiral H. T. Mayo, on his 
visit to European waters during August-September, 
1917. In a slightly modified form they were accepted, 
and details of the combined joint operations were worked 
out. The bureau was directed to proceed with the pro- 
curement of the mines necessary, the President of the 
U.S. having given formal approval to the project on 
Oct. 29. 1917. The original plan for the barrage was 
modified from time to time in details, but as laid was 
substantially the same as originally proposed by the bu- 
reau. Eventually, on the proposal of the British it was 
decided that certain pertions of the enormous mine field 
should be mined by the United States using its own 
mines and its own mine-laying foree, and that certain 
other areas should be mined by the British with British 
mines. The plan put in operation was mutually agreed 
upen June 28, 1918. 

A number of ships were converted into mine planters, 
a great mine-charging plant was erected, an important 
railroad shipping pier was taken over, and other neces- 
sary arrangements made. Abroad, mine depots were 
fitted out. A fleet of more than 20 merchant vessels was 
taken over by the Navy for transporting mine material 
overseas. Capt. R. R. Belknap, U.S.N., accomplished 
the work of precuring, fitting out, and organizing the 
vessels for mine planting. The fitting of mine bases at 
Inverness and Invergordon, Scotland, was a great task, 
entrusted to Capt. O. G. Murfin, U.S.N., who proceeded 
overseas in November, 1917. His success has been most 
favorably commented upon. 

Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, U.S.N., 
the commander of the mine force and sailed in April, 
1918, being followed by the mine planters under Cap 
tain Belknap in May, 1918, vessels of the foree reaching 
the bases on May 26, 1918. The Black Hawk was flag 
ship of Rear Admiral Strauss; the forces afloat being 
controlled by Captain Belknap, those ashore by Captain 
Murfin. Meanwhile the bureau’s mine section, skil- 
fully directed by Commander Fullinwider, kept the over 
seas forces provided. 

To obtain the new mine in the large quantities re 
quired the expedient was adopted of subdividing the 
mine into its many elements, manufactured in different 
commercial plants and assembled into finished mines at 
the mine depot. The work was divided among about 
140 principal contractors and more than 400° subcon 
tractors. The result fully justified the means adopted 

The first mine field was laid in record time, as on 
June 8, 1918, six American mine layers planted some 
47 miles of mines. Successful mine planting contirfued 
at a rapid, heretofore undreamed-of, rate, with the result 
that a complete barrier existed in sea area assigned to 
the American Navy by July 29 In all 70,265 mines 
were laid in this northern barrage, 56,611 of the Ameri 
can type and laid by the American mining squadron. 
The mine laying was usually done by joint excursions 
composed ordinarily of ten American mine planters and 
four British mine planters, convoyed by a force of Brit 
ish destroyers. The best record for one excursion was a 
total of 5.520 mines by the American and 1,300 by the 
British or a total of 6,820 mines planted in four hours. 
On one day the American mine-laying squadron alone 
planted a field 73 miles long, which is the record for 
distance. The last mine-laying excursion took place on 
Oct. 26, 1918. These mine fields extended from the 
Orkney Islands to the Norway coast, above Udsire 
Light, or a distance of 230 miles, the maximum depth 


was elected as 


of water being about 1,100 feet. With the information 
at present available, it is certain that six submarines 
were destroyed in the barrage and that an equal num- 
ber were severely damaged. It is considered probable 
that five other submarines were accounted for. In so 
far as reliable records are obtainable, a total of 17 sub- 
marines is the toll taken by this mine barrage. A close 
approximation of the total cost to the United States of 
the mine field is $51,138,500. 

With the cessation of hostilities and the resumption of 
free shipping these mines constituted danger. One of 
the first steps after the armistice was to divide the work 
of clearing the seas among the various nations involved. 
The United States volunteered to remove all mines they 
had laid. A method of sweeping the American mine 
fields was adopted and the actual operations were com- 
menced extensively early in 1919. The work was hazard- 
ous and accidents were unpreventable. Notwithstanding 
the fact that this dangerous work was being done in a 
time of peace, the commander of the mine force states 
that he has never seen a finer spirit or finer work in 
any body of men, since he has been in the Navy, than 
existed in the mine force on this work of mine sweeping. 
On Sept. 30, 1919, our Navy finished sweeping the North- 
ern Sea barrage of American mines. 

Depth Charges Effective. 

Depth charges were one of the most important anti- 
submarine weapons, and as experience was gained their 
effectiveness was increased. The Navy instituted the 
policy of using unlimited numbers of depth charges 
whenever the approximate location of an enemy sub- 
marine was known. This demanded quantities of depth 
charges which no country but the United States could 
have supplied. Not only were the demands met, but in 
addition 15,000 depth charges were manufactured for 
Great Britain. The character of the anti-submarine war- 
fare changed entirely with the advent of the supplies of 
depth charges from America. A _ total of 61,000 U.S. 
depth charges of the type containing 300 pounds of ex- 
plosive, the standard in use, were supplied, but in the 
closing days the manufacture of 600-pound charges was 
successfully undertaken by this country. Approximately 
40,000 depth charges were on hand or in process at the 
time of the armistice, and the Navy is therefore well 
equipped with this comparatively new weapon. 

The rapid development of aircraft and the use of 
smoke screens have caused the bureau to increase its 
activities in development of fire-control instruments to 
meet the new conditions. It has been developing a sys- 
tem for defense of shore stations against aircraft, em- 
ploying the best acoustic and electric scientists in the 
country, and has developed a complete acoustic system 
whereby airplanes may be accurately located and tracked 
by night or day. 

Various tests in connection with the launching of tor- 
pedoes from airplanes have been conducted, both with 
the method of free dropping from an airplane in flight 
and with the scheme of lowering the torpedo on a cable, 
and torpedo launching from seaplanes seems _ satisfac- 
torily accomplished. 

During the year the naval gun factory manufactured 
eighteen 4-inch 50-caliber guns, eighty-nine 5-inch 51- 
caliber guns, 209 3-inch 50O-caliber guns, ten 3-inch 25- 
caliber guns, and twenty-one 1-pounder guns; relining 
and rebuilding four 12-inch 50-caliber, one T-inch 45- 
caliber, and one 5-inch 5l-caliber guns. In the various 
stages of completion there are now some 172 guns, from 
eight 16-inch down to forty-one 3-inch 50-caliber guns. 
A very great number of guns furnished by private firms 
have been received, star gauged, inspected. and put into 
condition for use. 

One hundred and sixteen officers graduated from the 
officers’ torpedo training school and 568 men graduated 
from the seaman gunner class during the fiscal year. The 
demand for ammunition continued at an unprecedented 
rate up to the signing of the armistice. So far as is 
known, during the entire war not a single ship, either 
warship or merchantman, was held up by lack of am 
munition.

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INSIGNIA OF AIRPLANE SQUADRONS 

Approval of the insignia for forty-four airplane squad- 
rons, submitted by the Director of Air Service, has been 
given by the Secretary of War. These insignia are for 
use only on planes and on baggage for the purpose of 
distinguishing the different squadrons, and will not be 
worn as shoulder insignia by individuals. They com- 
prise the insignia used in the A.E.F. by the squadrons 
actually organized in France, which saw action at the 
front. The insignia selected for the Ist Aero Squadron 
is the American flag. That for the Sth is a great Ameri- 
can eagle, with the wings spread, holding the American 
Liberty Bell. For the 9th a silhouette showing the 
beams of three searchlights pointing upward and form- 
ing the numeral IX. The 11th is represented by a ear- 
toon of “Mr. “Jiggs” carrying a bomb under his arm. 
The insignia for the 13th shows the figure of death de- 
picted by a skeleton running at full speed with a bloody 
seythe in his hand. For the 17th it is the great snow owl 
flying through the air ready to pounce upon the enemy. 

Three legs in a circle arranged in pinwheel fashion 
comprise the insignia adopted by the 20th. A number of 
‘stars in a ring with a large star with a tail, evidently 
a comet superimposed, represents the 22d. The 24th is 
represented by an American eagle pouncing upon the 
German dachshund, which is running away with its tail 
between its legs. A cartoon of a masked headsman with 
an ax is the insignia used by the 25th. The 27th in 
signia comprises another form of the American eagle, 
superimposed upon a large round spot. The 28th in- 
signia is that of a painted American Indian looking to 
the left. The headdress includes a single feather. 

The 41st is represented by an oval inclosing a scene 
in an African desert, a camel appearing in the fore 
ground. This is superimposed upon the numeral V, 
showing that the squadron was one of the 5th Pursuit 
Group. The 49th is depicted by a snarling wolf's head 
within a circle. The 50th insignia is a silhouette ear- 
toon of a Dutch woman. Winged Cupid with a cam- 
paign hat sitting on the top of the world is the insignia 
selected to represent the Sdth. The SSth insignia is a 
bucking broncho, ridden by a cowboy, all within a 
circle. The insignia of the 90th is a pair of bones; the 
lucky number, seven, is uppermost.- The 91st shows a 
mounted knight in pursuit of the winged devil whose 
blood he has already drawn by the lance. The 93d is 
represented by an Indian head similar to that of the 
28th, but in the reverse direction and bearing two feath- 
ers instead of one. The $4th insignia is the well known 
“hat in the ring.” This list includes all the insignia 


issued by the War Department up to Nov. 22. 





COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Mileage for Midshipmen. 

Midshipmen entering the U.S. Naval Academy since 
June 1, 1919, are entitled to mileage at five cents per 
mile for both sea and land travel involved in going from 
their homes to the Naval Academy. This decision was 
made in response to a request from the Secretary of the 
Navy in the case of a midshipman from Honolulu, the 
point raised being the right of the midshipman “to mile- 
age at five cents per mile for the travel performed out 
side the continental limits of the United States or actual 
and necessary expenses for that portion of his travel.” 
The Act of July 11, 1919, provides an appropriation 
“for mileage at five cents per mile to midshipmen enter- 
ing the Naval Academy subsequent to June 1, 1919, 
while proceeding from their homes to the Naval Acad 
emy for examination and appointment as midshipmen.” 
Since “the words of the act are plain and unequivocal” 
the Comptroller expresses the opinion quoted above. 

fhsence a Factor in Fire Loss. 

In denying the application of an Army officer for a re- 
vision of the action of the Auditor for the War Depart- 
ment in disallowing his claim for the value of his per- 
sonal property lost or destroyed in a fire which con 
sumed the officer's tent at Camp Hancock, Ga., on Jan. 
8, 1919, the Comptroller makes this statement. The 
evidence shows that at the time of the fire claimant was 
absent from the camp on leave. Recovery for loss of 
this kind can be had only “where the property was lost 
through the action of the claimant in preferring to save 
the property of the United States at the same time his 
own was in jeopardy.” In the instant case, “it is 
claimant's misfortune that he was not present at the 
time of this disaster so as to be able to make this elec- 
tion in favor of the Government's property and at the 
same time to bring himself within the remedial pro- 
visions of the statute.” 

Honorable Discharge Gratuity. 

Honorable discharge gratuity’ is not contingent alone 
upon continuity of service but requires, in addition, that 
the last discharge be honorable and that it be granted at 
the expiration of the last term of enlistment. The Comp- 
troller gives this decision in the case of a chief machin 
ist’s mate in the Navy, who, while serving in his third 
enlistment period as chief electrician, was given an 
ordinary discharge to enable him to accept appointment 
as machinist in the S.N.R.F. and who within four 
months from his resignation as machinist re-enlisted in 
the Regular Navy. In a letter to the Comptroller the 
Secretary of the Navy asked if this man was entitled to 
honorable discharge gratuity and pay under G.O. 54 as 
well as to continuous-service pay under the Act of July 
11, 1919. After making the above statement as to the 
honorable discharge gratuity the Comptroller states that 
“in the case under consideration, without such provision, 
the break in continuity of service as an enlisted man 
would have deprived the man of the benefits of continu- 
ous-service pay and therefore the effect of the statute is 
to preserve to him upon re-enlisting, following his ser 
vice as an officer, his status in grade or rating when dis- 
charged to accept the appointment as machinist and to 
create a continuity between his preceding and present 
term of enlistment. It does not affect his former dis- 
charge so as to make it equivalent to an honorable dis- 
charge or a discharge at the expiration of an enlistment, 
and therefore does not confer the right to honorable dis- 
charge gratuity or the right to pay under G.O. 34. It 
does, however, preserve to him the right to pay that he 
was receiving by reason of his continuous service when 
discharged “to accept appointment as machinist.” 








Effect of Court-Martial Sentence on Bonus. 

An enlisted man of the Navy who was discharged 
under honorable conditions after April 6, 1917, and sub- 
sequently re-enlisted, deserted, and was tried and found 
guilty by court-martial, may be paid the $60 bonus on 
h's said diseharge under honorable conditions after April 
G Wi7 In giving this decision the Comptroller states 
that the provisions of the act authorizing the payment 
of the war bonus do not place any Jimitation on the pay- 


ment of the bonus “by reason of any dishonorable or 
disereditable acts which may be committed by an en- 
listed man in an enlistment subsequent to that from 
which he was discharged under honorable conditions, 
which entitle him to said $60." He adds that persons 
confined in naval prisons, under the above conditions, 
should be paid their bonus and it should be deposited by 
them for safe keeping in accordance with the provisions 
of Article 124 of the Naval Prison Manual. 


Depot Brigade Command. 

A depot brigade, according to War Department Table 
1), was organized after Sept. 26, 1918, on a minimum 
basis of twelve receiving battalions and such a_ brigade 
“was merely a provisional organization for receiving re- 
cruits, giving to them initial training, and then passing 
them on to regularly organized combat or line units.” 
The command of such a unit therefore, does not come 
within the meaning of the phrase “to serve with troops 
operating against an enemy.” This decision is given by 
the Comptroller in the case of an officer who made a 
claim for difference in pay between lieutenant colonel 
and brigadier ~e: al while he was in command of a 
depot brigade at Camp Lewis, Wash., in the higher 
grade.

HEALTH CONDITIONS ON PANAMA CANAL. 

The annual report of Lieut. Comdr. Arthur T. Me- 
Cormack, M.R.C., U.S.A., chief health officer of the 
Panama Canal, for the calendar year 1918, to Col 
Chester Harding, U.S.A., Governor of the Panama 
Canal, has been issued and shows what tremendous im- 
provements in health conditions have taken place in 
what was once one of the most unhealthy sections of the 
world, as a result of the administration of the medical 
branch of the U.S. Army. Colonel McCormack says: 
“The Health Department of the Panama Canal is a 
model of its kind, entirely devoid of politics. One hun- 
dred per cent. of the time of all its employees is given 
to health work. As a result, the Canal Zone is probably 
the healthiest section of the world to-day. In the cities 
of Panama and Colon violations of the sanitary regula- 
tions are punished by a fine or imprisonment by the 
health officer. The certainty of punishment makes re- 
sort to this power rarely necessary. It seems a pity 
that the great lesson of the sanitation of the Canal 
cannot be carried to every home in the United States, 
that the favorable results secured in this former pest- 
hole might be obtained at the very smaller purchase price 
it would cost in our more favored climate.” 

He adds that malaria continues to be the poner ape 
preventable disease against which the sanitary work « 
the health department is directed. During the past ~ Eu 
it has been demonstrated as might be reasonably ex- 
pected, that the slightest relaxation in the rigid anti- 
mosquito work was followed by an immediate response 
in at first a gradual and then a rapid increase in the 
incidence of malaria. Pneumonia continues to give a 
high death rate, and this, Colonel McCormack says, 
will continue until the quarters of the so-called “silver’ 
employees are modernized and made adequate.  Influ- 
enza arrived on the isthmus in a transport of soldiers 
from Porto Rico in September, 1918. There were 1,530 
eases in the zone, most of which were among Porto 
Rican troops. Since the American occupation the sta- 
tistics show a fairly constant admission rate of venereal 
diseases in hospitals and quarters. Since 1904 Ameri- 
can physicians have actually treated 27,6353 cases. This 
problem gave the health department the greatest con- 
cern. The alarming increase in this disease forced the 
general commanding the department to order a quaran- 
tine against the cities of Panama and Colon. In these 
two cities tuberculosis has increased due to overcrowd- 
ing. An active anti-tuberculosis campaign, in which the 
Panama Red Cross joined, did very effective work. Lack 
of funds hampered the endeavor to lessen the ravages of 
the disease. 

The absence of flies on the Canal Zone is declared to 
be one of the most striking things noticed by visitors, 
while it is even more remarkable that they are practi- 
cally non-existent in the city of Panama. This is due to 
the daily removal of manure and garbage. The average 
number of employees on the rolls of the Panama Canal 
and the Panama Railroad for the year 1918 was 25,520, 
as compared with 32.589 for 1917. The total admission 
rate to hospitals and quarters was 405.67 as compared 
with 356.75 in 1917. The total death rate was 8.11 as 
against 7.09 in 1917. The five diseases causing the 
highest number of hospital discharges were influenza, 
malaria, venereal, tuberculosis and diseases of the eye. 
The admission rate to hospitals and death rate from dis- 
ease for white employees was 237.98 and 3.63 as com- 


pared with 115.43 and 7.86 for black employees. F:

which 216 were from disease, giving a rate of 9.69 
compared with 9.91 for the year 1917. The total bir

C.M.O. 284, OCT. 6, 1919, NAVY DEPT

B, C. asks: The enclosed item re War Risk Insurance re 

appeared in our local paper. I am inclined to think that 
rror has been made in the matter, as a provision of this 
would serve to completely nullify the insurance as it now 
s. I would greatly appreciate any information you can 
me in the matter. The item follows: “The Bureau of War 
Insurance wishes to emphasize the importance to Service 
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men of one of the provisions of the War Risk Insurance Act 
upon the fufillment of which may depend the validity of their 
claim to compensation under the act. The War Risk Insurance 
Act provides that ‘No compensation shall be payable for death 
or disability which does not occur prior to or within one year 
after discharge or resignation from the Service, except that 
where, after a medical examination made pursuant to regula- 
tions, at the time of discharge or resignation from the Service, 
or within such reasonable time thereafter, not exceeding one 
year, as may be allowed by regulations, a certificate has been 
obtained from the director to the effect that the injured person 
at the time of his discharge or resignation was suffering from 
injury likely to result in death or disability.” Many discharged 
men are not familiar with or are inclined to disregard this 
provision of law and are allowing their rights thereunder to 
lapse. Request for the certificate mentioned above should be 
made to the Chief Medical Advisor, Bureau of War Risk Insur- 
ance, Washington, D.C."’ Answer: Our correspondent makes an 
error that is common with many Service men in confusing com- 
pensation with insurance. The “compensation” referred to in 
the warning circular and in the law quoted is really a pension 
and is entirely apart from and independent of the insurance 
that a man may be carrying with the Government and for 
which he pays. The amount of compensation or pension under 
the War Risk Act is fixed by the compensation sections of the 
War Risk Act, while the insurance is determined by the amount 
of premium paid. The circular quoted above does not bear in 
any degree upon the question of insurance. 


M. P, asks: A man enlisted at Jefferson Barracks May, 1917, 
and in April, 1919, at Douglas, Ariz., he re-enlisted for one 
year. When he re-enlisted he received a munth’s furlough, five 
cents a mile to place of enlistment (Jefferson Barracks, Mo.), 
$60 bonus, and seventy-five cent meal privilege on trains. He 
was assigned to duty at Douglas, Ariz., and that is where he 
is now. Although he re-enlisted he is not drawing re-enlistment 
pay and on his Service record it says that he is serving in his 
first enlistment period. If he is serving in his first enlistment 
period, is not his place of enlistment Jefferson Barracks, Mo.? 
And should not he draw travel pay when discharged in April, 
1920, to that point? Answer: When he is discharged in 1920, 
he may choose whether he take mileage to his bona fide home or 
to his place of original muster into the Service. 


A. ©. D.—If you will see our classified Army orders, you 
will note that there are provisional officers in the Army and 
that results of examinations determining their permanence of 
commission are being published weekly. Some provisional offi- 
cers were appointed as late as February, 1918, and they are 
not yet due for permanency. All the appointees of Oct. 26, 
1917, should have been examined ere this If any who 
through exigency of the Service have had examinations de 
layed, this does not prevent their ultimate test for permanency.

S. R.—The pay of retired enlisted men is three-fourths of the 
peace-time active pay of the grade in which retired. The 
emergency increase does not apply to the retired man except 
while on active duty. 

J. R.—The design for the Victory Medal has been approved. 
How! soon it will be ready for requisition we cannot say. Watch 
orders, 

J. S.—No recommendations have come from the military com- 


mittees on a twenty-five year retirement bill. You are entitled 
to the Cuban Occupation Medal for service in 1899-1900, and 
to the Porto Rico Medal, 1898-9. Vera Cruz service has not 
been counted double toward retirement, 

W. R. S. asks: What is the status of men who enlisted in 
1917, before April 2% Do they have to serve on the Reserve 
after having completed three years’ active service, or are they 
eligible for discharge after the completion of three years’ active 
service? Also would like to know, in case they do have to 
serve on the Reserve after three years’ active service, whether 
they can be furloughed to the Reserve on their own application, 
or whether they will be held the same as they are holding in the 
Reservists now? Answer: They are not entitled to complete 
discharge until end of seven years. Under peace conditions 
they are due for furlough to Reserve after three years’ active 
service and pass to inactive status. We have not yet arrived 
at peace conditions. 

FORMER CAVALRY MAN.—The 15th Cavalry did not re- 
lieve the 8th Cavalry in April, 1916. The 15th was in the Phil- 
ippines and had been since 1915, while the 8th was on the 
Mexican border in 1916. 

k. A.—Failure of promotion of a temporary officer on account 
of defective hearing does not entitle him to retirement in the 
higher grade or permanent retention in his present temporary 
grade. You might perhaps be retired in your present temporary 
grade by reason of disability incident to the Service. 

SUBSORIBER asks: Am I eligible to go in the Fleet Naval 
Reserve under the sixteen year act, next year (1920). I have 
served four years in U.S. Marine Corps and eleven years in 
U.S, Navy. Am still in Navy and have one more year to serve. 
Answer: Yes; Marine Corps service counts as naval service. 

W. G. S.—We have seen no notice of a California state bonus 
to her soldiers of the World War. Ask The Adjutant General 
of California. 

G. B Ask Bureau of Navigation what ribbyns you are en- 
titled to wear on account of your service in north Russian 
waters 

A. M. B.—The 2d Engineers bridged the Rhine in fifty-nine 
minutes on May 25, 1919. We have no fourteen-minute record 
in our files. 

A. D. B.—Write to The A.G. regarding your Mexican border 
service and request the proper medal or badge. No one is enti- 
tled to both the Mexican badge and Mexican medal, As you 
had served full four years of your seven-year enlistment before 
you were recalled to the colors and later commissioned for the 
emergency, you are now by discharge and re-enlistment serving 
in the second period, the same that was running concurrently 
with your commission. 

C. F.—At the present time there is no authority for pur- 
chase of discharge from the Army. After peace is declared, 
yes, but as you are entitled to furlough when the emergency is 
declared over, you will not need to buy out in order to be 
relieved of active duty. Watch for orders. 

W. L. B.—We published in our issue of Aug. 16, page 1735, 
a table showing the battle casualties in the A.E.F., in which it 
was stated that 2,226 graduates of the Military Academy served 
as field officers and 379 as company officers in the World War, 
Of these, seventeen field officers and fourteen company officers, 
U.S.M.A. graduates, were killed in battle. See also page 407, 
this issue. 

H. W. B.—Man whose last enlistment began May 19, 1914, 
entered a new pay period May 19, 1918; in your case counting 
continuous from 1899 this would place you in the seventh 
period. Time going to and from foreign station, 1899-1902, does 
not count double toward retirement. 

CURIOUS.—If the man did not have full twelve months’ 
service in the zone of operations as defined in the order au- 
thorizing the gold chevron, he is not entitled to two such 
chevrons. 

W, D. M.—There is no printed list giving the names of the 
officers of the Army except those in the Regular Establishment. 
The names of the officers of the World War and the names of 
the emergency officers retained until next June 30 are on file in 
The A.G.'s office, but no printed list is available for distribu: 
tion, 

SACY.—Broken service in the Navy counts toward period 
for transfer to Fleet Naval Reserve at sixteen years. If you 
have an honorable discharge paper, see your nearest U.S. con- 
sul regarding citizenship, or speak to the commander of your 
ship 





D. D.—When the Senate gets through with the treaty and 
the President declares the war emergency over, we look for 
prompt orders furloughing those members of the Reserve who 
have served the full active period of four or three years con: 
tracted for in their seven-year enlistments. It is not a case of 
the War Department showing favors to the selective service men. 
They were released first because the law so decreed.

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MOTOR TRANSPORT CORPS REPORT. 
(Continued from page 394.) 


In 1916, when the Villa punitive expedition crossed 
into Mexico, the Government possessed less than 100 
motor vehicles—the exact figures are eighty-nine—and 
of this number about twenty were in our insular pos- 
sessions. Then arose an imperative demand for trucks, 
and emergency orders were placed. To meet the situa- 
tion trains were chartered, and carrying only the chassis 
of trucks and a hastily secured civilian personnel, were 
driven at express speed from northern cities to the Rio 
Grande. Upon arrival, escort-wagon bodies were fas- 
tened to the chassis, twenty-seven thus equipped consti- 
tuting a unit, the appropriate civilian personnel as 
signed, a competent officer placed in command, and 
Motor Truck Companies 1, 2, 3 and 4 started south with 
their loads, under orders to make contact in the short- 
est possible time with the American forces. This contact 
was made, maintained to the close of the expedition, and 
ample demonstration furnished to justify the perma- 
nency of the motor truck as an efficient, mobile, and 
absolutely essential unit of Army transportation. Expe 
rience gained in Mexico and along the border led to 
extensive study and research on the part of officers of 
the War Department, in co-operation with the Society of 
Automotive Engineers and leading truck manufacturers, 
which finally resulted in the design of the Class B mili 
tary truck. 

Following the declaration of war, the Ordnance De- 
partment, Corps of Engineers, Signal Corps and Medic al 
Corps of the Army, severally initiated action covering 
the procurement of adaptable automotive equipment for 
their respective services, and many unstandardized and 
dissimilar vehicles were acquired. This naturally re- 
sulted in wasteful competition between the respective 
corps. The complex problem of maintenance, operation, 
and spare parts became dominant, and the imperative 
necessity of centralization in procurement, standardiza 
tion of equipment, and co-ordinated, intensified activity 
promptly asserted itself. 

Creation of Motor Transport Corps. 

An adequate remedy was attempted in the creation by 
S.O. 91, April 18, 1918, of the Standardization and Mo- 
tor Vehicle Board, and by the establishment under G.O. 
38, April 18, 1918, of the Motor Transport Service as a 
part of the Q.M. Corps, which evolved later into the 
Motor Transport Corps, with the specific authority to 
take charge of the design, production, procurement, re- 
ception, storage, maintenance and replacement of all 
chassis, with the exception of tractors of the caterpillar 
type and tanks, and of the operation of all such ve hicles 
not assigned to combatant organizations. Cireular 87, 
War Dept., Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division, Gen. 
Staff, Sept. 5, 1918, however, returned the control. of 
procurement and purchases to the Q.M. Corps. During 
this entire period consideration was given above all 
things to the maintenance of a steady flow to the ports 
for shipment of such vehicles as had already been ap- 
proved and contracted for to meet the demands of the 
A.E.F. 

Since the creation of the corps it has been necessary 
to make a number of changes in the organization ofthe 
office of the Chief, but at all times it has been the pur- 
pose to simplify procedure and concentrate responsibil 
ity in order to bring about the highest degree of effi 
ciency. The office organization at the close of the fiscal 
year was as follows: ; 

“ Executive division, in general covering all adminis- 
trative matters. Service division, charged with collec 
tion and compilation of ‘historical data and _ statistics; 
questions of organization and proposed projects; prep- 
aration of all personnel, vehicles and supply require 
ments, questions of policy and efficiency, changes in de- 
sign and specifications, and collection of engineering 
data. Operations division, responsible for the registra 
tion of motor vehicles pertaining to the Army, control 
of motor convoys, mapping, road routes and traffic con- 
trol regulations. Maintenance division, charged with the 


repair of all motor vehicles, requisitioning and distribu- 
tion of spare parts, material and equipment; operation 
of overhaul parks and field repair shops, depots, garages 
and repair parks, and the salvaging. Soon after the 
creation of the corps the territory to be served was di- 
vided into various districts, grouped geographically for 
the sake of convenience of service and operation. 

The commissioned personnel was selected from the 
Motor Transport training schools, enlisted men of or- 
ganizations who had demonstrated their fitness to hold 
commissions, and from qualified civilians with technical 
and administrative experience. The final selection was 
made by a board of officers appointed for the purpose, 
those whose qualifications entitled them to receive com- 
missions being sent to Camp Holabird, Md., and Camp 
Meigs, D.C. At the time of the armistice a large num- 
ber of recommendations for commission were awaiting 
action. There were more than 10,000 applications re- 
ceived for admission to the training schools, which rep- 
resented practically every walk in life and every pro- 
fession, far in excess of the facilities that would have 
been available. Commissions in the Reserve were offered 
to those who had been inducted and to those whose 
applications had been sent forward to the War Depart- 
ment for action. 

Obtaining Personnel for Corps. 

After the creation of the corps the efforts of the en- 
listed and overseas section of the personnel branch were 
concentrated upon the procurement and training of 
personnel, commencing with the sixth phase of General 
Pershing’s project of overseas requirements, and schools 
were established at Camps Wheeler, Joseph E. Johnston, 
Meigs, Bowie, Fremont, Holabird, Jesup, El Paso, and 
Forts Sheridan and Sam Houstop. Applications for in- 
duction had been received at the time of the armistice 
from 48,641 men of special mechanical ability highly 
suitable for the needs of the corps, from which it was 
planned to send overseas during December 30,000 men 
to more fully provide for A.E.F. requirements. Only 
1504 men had, however, been actually inducted upon 
Nov. 11, 1918, and these men were discharged as soon as 
proper authorization could be obtained. The author- 
ized strength of the corps on Nov. 11, 1918, in the 
United States was 33,732 and the actual strength 25,402, 
while the authorized strength in the A.E.F. was 80,228 
and the actual strength 37,850. 

A complete report of the field employees of the corps 
is not included in General Drake's report, it being ex- 
plained that it is a continually changing personnel, 
but it may be stated that it is approximately 15,000, 
either under the jurisdiction of the M.T.C. or perform- 
ing motor transport work scattered throughout the va- 
rious camps, stations, etc., within the United States, 
who are receiving compensation ranging from $600 to 
$2,500 per year. Included in the organization are in- 
ventory, engineering, convoy and freight, supply, train- 
ing, repair and salvage branches, and in addition to the 
other divisions mentioned those of service personnel, 
operations and maintenance, and civilian personnel sec- 
tion. 

The important part taken by the M.T.C. in the active 
operations of the Army in France and other European 
countries will be published in the report of the general 
commanding A.E.F. 
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REPORT OF MARINE CORPS COMMANDANT.

Nearly all of the temporary enlisted personnel of the 
Marine aviation section has been demobilized, and an 
effort is being made to build up this branch with perma- 
nent enlisted personnel. This has been extremely diffi- 
cult, the report says, due to the fact that Marine avia- 
tion mechanics perform identically the same duties and 
must have identically the same qualifications as the 
Army and Navy aviation mechanics, and yet the Marine 
Corps does not have the special ranks for aviation me- 
chanies allowing greater pay, which both the Army and 
the Navy have. Many Marine mechanics are leaving the 
corps and enlisting in the Army or Navy. The author- 
ized strength of the Marine section of naval aviation is 
now 100 flying officers and 1,020 enlisted men. 

The opinion is expressed that Congress should be 
asked to legislate as to the permanent strength of the 
Marine Corps now that the war is over. The com- 
mandant recommends that the authorized enlisted 
strength be twenty per cent. of the present permanent 
authorized enlisted strength of the Navy, plus the nec- 
essary allowance for aviation purposes. This would 
make a total enlisted strength of 27,467. In order to 
carry out the aviation program assigned to the corps 
100 officers will be required. Forty of these will be 
automatically obtained by an increase of 1,000 men, and 
sixty additional officers are specifically asked for in the 
proposed legislation. With an increase in the permanent 
enlisted strength of the corps as recommended all the 
present temporary offieers who are eligible for transfer 
to the permanent commissioned personnel should be 
given an opportunity to qualify for such transfer, with 
a probationary period of one year’s service as a perma- 
nent officer required. The establishment of the grade 
of chief warrant officer is recommended, and also that 
warrant officers and enlisted men who served as eom- 
missioned or warrant officers during the World War 
shall, when placed on the retired list, have the retired 
rank and pay of the highest grade in which they served 
during the war. Recommendation is also urgently made 
that officers who have served temporarily in grades to 
which they may be permanently promoted in the course 
of time be given rank in such grades from the date of 
their temporary commissions, in order to equalize their 
rank with officers of like length of service in other 
branches of the military forces. 

Concerning increase in pay General Barnett says: 
“I would be neglectful of my duty if I did not include 
in this report my opinion with reference to the pay re- 
ceived by officers and men of the Service at the present 
time. It is needless here to go into detailed figures, be- 
cause it is well known to everyone that the purchasing 
power of the dollar is not over one-half of what it was 
in 1908, when the present pay schedule was fixed. In a 
very great many instances where officers have been or- 
dered to duty at navy yards and naval stations they 
have found it impossible to live in a manner befitting 
their station on their present pay. In practically all 
walks of civil life the pay for all classes of work has 
been very materiatly increased since 1908, but in the 
Service there has been no increase, and, in my opinion, 
the matter is one of the most important confronting the 
various branches of the Service to-day, and should re- 
ceive prompt and effective remedial action. I further be- 
lieve that the increase of pay should be general through- 
out the Service, because the high cost of living affects 
all in the same way.” 

Praise is given officers and men for the thoroughly 
efficient manner in which those stationed in Cuba, 
Haiti and Santo Domingo have performed their duties. 
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“To the majority of them it was a bitter disappoint: 
to be ordered to duty there when they had hoped 
expected they would get a chance to fight the Ger 
in France. In fact a very large percentage of the en! 
force were men who had enlisted for that p irpose. H 
ever, with but few exceptions, they put aside their 
personal feelings and wishes and performed their dut 
no matter how onerous and disappointing 
what they had expected, in a highly capa j 
cient manner. Though in an inconspicuous and unsung 
manner, they did their part in winning the war ju S 
much as did those who were fortunate enough to ; 
France.” 

The valiant work of the 4th and 5th Brigades, U.S 
M.C., in France is referred to in detail. In a sum! 
of the casualties in the 4th Brigade it is shown that 356 
officers and 11,612 men were killed or wounded 
number of all grades who qualified in marksmanship ¢ 
ing the year 1919 was 40,851, or 0.828. The total gains 
in the enlisted force during the year were 28,: l 
the losses 31,916, leaving a net loss of 3,702. Since the 
last report, to date, there have been forty-four ret 
ments, seventy-one deaths (including one officer on t 
retired list), 1,069 resignations and disch 
dismissals, six discharges for the good of the Serv 
and two desertions. Two hundred and forty-one offi 
of the Reserve have been discharged and 573 placed 
inactive duty. Four officers have received the Dis 
guished Service Medal, eighty-eight officers and 261 e1 
listed men the Distinguished Service Cross, 226 « 
and 1,011 men the French Croix de Guerre, fifteen 
cers the Legion of Honor, one officer ard eight en 
men the Medaille Militaire, one officer the Belgian O 
de la Couronne, one enlisted man the Belgian Croix 
Guerre and one officer and five enlisted men the Italian 
Croix de Guerre. During the past year 1,140 good « 
duct medals and 425 good conduct medal bars 
awarded to enlisted men. 

In concluding General Barnett says: “The legisl
